San Francisco, October 8. — The 
schooner L30 with Lieut. Ray and party

Point Barrow, Alaska Bay. They had 
_ been sent by the Government to take 

meteorological and aurora observations, 

in order to better determine the mag- 
netism of the earth. He reports having 
successfully taken many thousands ob- 
servations during the two years he and 

his party have been north; the im- 
portance of which remains to be de- 
termined by the Signal Service Bureau 
at Washington. In some explorations 
made, he discovered’some rivers not pre- 
viously known of. Lieut. Fred Schwatka, 
who ‘has been exploring the Yukon 
river, came down with Ray’s party, hav- 
ing joined them at St. Michaels. 

Schwatka reports having ascended the 
“Yukon a distance of 1,800 miles, further 
north than any previous explorer has 
gone. The result of his trip will be 
made in the form of a report to the War 
Department.

FRuM CHINA. 


Reported Assassination ora UT. 8S. 
consul and a Denial. 

New York, Oct. 8.—A cable special to 
the World from London, says that the 
news from China is of the grayest ¢har- 
acter. -Word has just been received that 
Charles Seymour, of Wisconsin, U. 8S. 
Consul at Canton, has been assassinated 
by a mob. 


WasHinaTon, Oct. 7.—Up to seven 
o’clock this evening the State Depart- 
ment had recéiyed no advice that any 
outbreak had occurred in Canton, or 
that U. S. Consul Seymour had been 
killed. The State Department tele- 
graphed to China early this morning 
upon learning of the public rumor of 
Consul Seymour’s death, but no reply 
to the inquiry has been received. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 8.—A cable mes- 
Sage was received at the Department of 
State to-day, from Consul-General Den- 
ny, stating that quiet prevails in Can- 
ton, and that there is no truth in the 
reported assassination of United States 
Consul Seymour, who is alive and well. 
This telegram was received in reply to 
one sent by the Acting Secretary of 
State yesterday morning, asking for in- 
formation on the subject. 


The Political Outlook in Ohio. 

Cincinnati, O. Oct. 8.—Judge Hoad- 
ley spoke in Dayton on Saturday night. 
In an-interview he said the election 
would be very close, with chances in 
favor of Foraker, in the event of a full 
vote being polléd. He fears that the 
interest which has been developed in 
the secoud amendment will bring out a 
large Republican stay-at-home vote.

FROM THE ARCTIC... 


Over Two Yenrs in the Frozen Zone. 
San Francisco, Oct. 8.—Lieutenant 
Ray, who returned here yesterday on 
the schooner Leo, gave the Associated 
Press representative the following details 
of his sojourn north: Left this port in 
July, 1881, under instructions ofthe - 
Signal Service Bureau, to establish a 
permanent signal station at Point Bar- 
row and remain there until the summer of 


1884, unless otherwise ordered. The 
order for himand the whole party to 
return created great surprise, as the 
work was being successfully carried out, 
having accomplished all that portion 
respecting international work, corres- 
ponding with that of similar stations es- 
tablished by Russia, Sweden, Denmark 
and Austria. The details of his work 
will be made the subject of his official 
report. Apart, said Ray, from scien- 
tific importance of the station, it is a ne- 
cessity as a refuge for the crews of 
the whaling vessels. Every year in the 
Arctic are an average of forty vessels, 
worth, with cargo, four millions of dol- 
lars, and sixteen hundred men éngaged. 
Out of eighty-seven vessels fifty have 
been lost within a hundred miles of 
Point Barrow. In one year,. 1877, 
twelve were lost, with all on board. 
The crews would not abandon the ves- 
sels, knowing there was nothing on 
shore for them toliveon. Had the sta- 
tion existed probably all would have 
been saved. Since the station was es- 
tablished two years ago, over fifty lives 
have been saved. Ray says all the par- 
ty lived comfortably and in good hes!th. 
The c.imate is particularly beneficial to 
those suffering from malaria. Besides 
the regular provisions they had seal, 
walrus and white Whale. The last was 
the best meat, being sweeter and more 
nutritious. The buildings erected were 
left to the Indians, He expressed his 
po at the recall.

FRAUDS AND TRICKS OF THE TURF. 


It comes out that there were dis- 
graceful things enacted at the San 
Jose fair in connection: with the races. 
It is asserted by the press that the 
contest among roadsters was nothing 
short of a downright swindle. The 
fastest horse was distanced after taking 
the first heat, and his owner subse- 
quently acknowledged “that he had 
sold the race for $500 to a man who 
wanted to win a little pile by makipg 


betsagainst the horse that all knew 
- could easily win the race.”’ 


Since the developments concerning 
this fraud, and the stir it has made, 


‘the San Jose Mercury has come out 


with the declaration that it is only one 
of many practiced on the race-course 
at all the fairs held there, this ,one 
being notable only because confessed 
and avowed. The Mercury says: 


That theswindle so openly avowed by 
this fellow has been the common prac- 
tiee of the jockeys and black-legs who 
‘usually engineer these races, has been 
universally understood, though not 
often so shamefully ‘acknowledged. 
A look at the horde that follow from 
fair to fair these races, ought to be 
quite sufficient instruction as to the 
moral effect of these races upon those 
who engage 1n them. 


This sort of thing, happening too 


‘frequently at races, is what degrades 


and demoralizes the turf, and makes 


_ legitimate trials of speed, conducted 


by honest men—by gentlemen—well 


nigh impossible. 


The latter-day tendency at our 
agricultural fairs in California, unfor- 
tunately, is to first make the races the 
big end of the exhibition, and.then to 
suffer their management to fall 
into the hends of jockeys, pimps, and 
gamblers; to sacrifice the great inter- 
ests of agriculture, horticulture and 
general live stock to the minor inter- 
est of “the hoss” pure and simple, 
and then convert the horse into an an- 
imated gaming table, where trickery, 
cheating and fraud are practiced with- 
out stint. 

The inevitable effect of such prac- 
tices is to encourage dishonesty and to 
produce demoralization. It could not 
be otherwise. 

The assertion that horse-racing is 
given undue proiminenceand awarded 
undue encouragement. at our county 
fairs needs no proof to support it. It is 
obvious to any intelligent observer. 
Ample evidence of its truthfulness is 
found in the premium lists. Scan 
them and you will find that where one 
dollar in premiums is offered for the 
products of the soil—the source of all 
wealth, all prosperity-—ten and twenty 
dollars in premuttms are offered for 


‘This is not right; it is not normal 


or equitable; it is unduly inflating one 
interest, and that not a leading one, 


‘and unduly depressing other interests, 
and those the grandest and most vital. 
It is an evil that should be corrected 
by the force of public sentiment 
It exists 
here at the Los Angeles fair to a mark- 
ed degree, and now is the time to 
commence agitating forareform. It 
is safe to say that seven-tenths of the 
people who are contributing by 
their labor, production and money 
to the noble work of making 
this a rich, prosperous; populous and 
great county, are more interested, far 
more interested, in agriculture, horti- 
culture and the other domestic ani- 
mals than they are in ‘the race-horse. 
The relative importance of these op- 
posing interests is as twenty to one— 


as fifty to one, if it be possible 


to make a comparison at all. Yet the 
one interest is crazily elevated above 
the other—the minor is placed above 
Asa cotemporary, 
the Stockton Mail, says, “the State 
assisfs in perpetuating this sort of 
thing [gambling and cheating at horse- 
races|’ by annual appropriations for 
the thirteen District Associations, 
ranging from $800 to $1500, and by 
a liberal donation (we do not know 
how many thousand dollars) to the 
State Association.” 

Reform is demanded. The ‘race- 
horse has his place, but he is pot every- 
thing. Give'the soil-tiller, the tree- 


_ grower, the vineyardist, the thorough- 


bred-cattle man, the cultivator of the 
“olden hoof,” the patient aud use- 
ful sheep, a chance-—a better chance 
than they have ever yet had. 


WE are glad to be able to note that 
the directors of the Fair are commenc- 
ing well in the matter of looking per- 
sonally after the gate-money. The 
vigilance exhibited by them on the 


first day of the exhibition was appro- 
priate and commendable, and may 
-profitably be kept upto the end of 
the show. 


In case a Los Angeles court and 
jury is called on to hang the wife and 
sister-in-law of the murdered Henry 
C. Amadon,. the San Francisco Ex- 
chai:g very wisely says: ‘Certain it is 
that if the murder is fastened upon 
them, no maudlin. sympathy should 


be allowed to interfere forthe pre-' 


penalty.” 
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HIGH RENTS. 

The complaint of the high rates for 
rent charged ‘by those who have rent- 
able houses is getting to be very 
generally heard in Los Angeles. 
People come here from abroad and 
find but comparatively few houses for 
rent, and those which are offered for 
that purpose, many of them, particu- 


jlarly among the houses built some 


years ago, have small, illy-arranged 
rooms, and are without closets, and 
with few conveniences for fires. Yet 
for this class of houses exorbitant 
prices are demanded. The charges are 
in’ excess of those asked to-day in 
Washington City for handsome houses 
with all modern improvements. This 
is a mistake on the part of property 
owners, and is detrimental to public 
interests. Of course this is not invari- 
ably the case. There are some houses 
to be had which are comfortable and 
inviting at reasonably fair rates. These 
are quickly taken, as are also those 
for which unreasonable rates are 
charged. Itis to be hoped that this 
condition of things will not continue. 
The city is filling up rapidly, and the 
demand for houses will not lessen, but 
this fact is no excuse for the extortion- 
ate rates towards which prices are 
tending. Let some of our _public- 
spirited ‘capitalists, who have the pros- 
perity and good name of our growing 
young city at heart, take the matter in 
hand and regulate prices by increasing 
the number of neat modern houses, 
which may be had for rent at rates 
that will allow both owner and lessee 
to “live and let live.” It will bea 
good investment for anybody who has 
money tospare, and will tend tothe 
general betterment of community. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


Washington City has a flourishing 
Industrial School for children, its ob- 
ject being “to help widows with fami- 
lies; women with dissipated husbands, 
who have children; invalid parents 
with families, and those who are will- 
ing to work, but can’t find employ- 
ment.’?> From these classes a large 
number of children have been gath- 
ered, and are in the way of becoming 
seif-supporting, as well as being re- 
deemed from a life of worthlessnesss 
and crime, in whose lessons they were 
becoming familiar, taught as they 
are in the daily life of the street. 
This work of rescuing the little strect 
Arabs from the evil influences that 
surround those reared in the highways 
und byways of the city, is worthy the 
zeal of the philanthropist and all 
those who haye the public wel- 
fare at heart. Here these little 
waifs are  colleeted, cared for, 
aud prepared for the battle of life, 
by learning some useful employ- 
ment. Among the indstries introduced 
among the cliildren is that of braiding 
and sewing straw and palmetto hats, 
an industry which, when thoroughly 
mastered, is one of considerable profit. 
These industrial schools are a step in 
the right direction, not alone for the 
children of poverty and want, but for 
the mass of children. One of the great 
wants of @he day is schools where the 
elements ‘of the ordinary avocations 
of life are taught. The demand for 
skilled laborers and mechanics is heard 
on every hand. European countries 
have the advantage of us in this re- 
spect. The number of industrial and 
technical schools supphé@ by these 
older civilizations enable the foreign- 
ers who come to the United States to 
win the best places, when they are 


| placed 1n competition with our Ameri- 


can youth. In the great manufac- 
turing establishments of our’ large 
cities four out of five of the skilled 
laborers are foreigners. With this fact 
to discourage them, our youth drift 
away tothe cities. The counter and 
the book-keeper’s désk attract them, 


ithe sturdier industries are scorned, 


and the race of American skilled ar- 
tisans is rapidly decreasing. 


SomE idea of the profits of manufac- 
turing can be had from the tact that 
the value of finished goods manufac- 
tured in the United States is estimated 


Pat $5,369,000.000, and the wages paid 


for the same is estimated at $848,000,- 
000.—[ Exchange. 

The above item is published a3 
though the difference between the two 


‘sums named represents the manufac- 


turers’ profits. Nothing could be wider 
fthe mark. Besides that formidable 
item of expense, the cost of the raw 
material, there is interest on the capi- 
tal invested, wear and tear of machin- 
ery, repairs, insurance, taxes, commis- 
sions, inevitable losses, and many more 
expenses, all tocome out of the cost of 
the manufactured products before 
they leave the producer’s hands and 
reach the consumer’s. The free-trader 
who would deny adequate protection 
to American industries, and so close 
our manufacturing establishments and 
throw thousands of laborers out of 
employment, or backinto the primi- 
tive field of agricultural production, has 
only a very little more sense than those 
members of trades leagues who, hav- 
ing steady employment at good wages, 
attempt to benefit their condition by 
strikes, which, whether suceessful or 
unsuccessful, result in loss to the 
sirikers in the end. There is still in 
the world an amazing number of peo- 
ple, otherwise intelligent, who do not 
seem to understand the simple propo- 
sition that when labor ceases, produc- 
tion ceases; that idleness breeds pov- 
erty, and poverty breeds crime.
